2. SENATOR MUSKIE ALSO ISSUED FOLLOWING PRESS RELEASE 
LATE JULY 11: "I WARMLY WELCOME THE CHANGE IN U.S. 
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OCEANS POLICY ANNOUNCED TODAY IN CARACAS AT THE LAW OF 
THE SEA CONFERENCE BY AMBASSADOR STEVENSON. THE DECISION 
ON OUR PART TO SUPPORT THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A 2VH MILFISH 
ECONOMIC ZONE AND TO ABANDON THE SPECIES APPROACH TO FISH 
IS LONG OVERDUE AND VITAL TO THE PROTECTION OF THIS 
COUNTRY'S OFFSHORE RESOURCES. 

3. SINCE THE EARLY I960'S, THE U.S. HAS PASSIVELY STOOD 
BY WHILE FOREIGN VESSELS HAVE VIRTUALLY DEPLETED OUR 
OFFSHORE STOCKS. NEITHER BILATERAL AGREEMENTS NOR 
REGIONAL ORGANIZATIONS LIKE ICNAF HAVE BEEN EFFECTIVE IN 

PROTECTING THE LEGITIMATE INTERESTS OF THE U.S. FISHING 
INDUSTRY OR CONSERVING VARIOUS STOCKS. EXTENDING COASTAL 
STATE JURISDICTION TO 200 MILES, WITH PROPER ENFORCEMENT, 

IS THE ONLY REAL ANSWER TO THE DIFFICULT FISHERIES 
MANAGEMENT PROBLEMS THE NATIONS OF THE WORLD FACE TODAY. 
I HOPE THIS APPROACH WILL ULTIMATELY BE ADOPTED BY ALL 
OF THE NATIONS ATTENDING THE CARACAS CONFERENCE. AND AS 
AN ADVISER TO THE U.S. DELEGATION TO THE CONFERENCE, I 
INTEND TO DO WHAT I CAN TO INCREASE ACCEPTANCE OF THE 
200 MILE ECONOMIC ZONE CONCEPT. 

4. THE SIGNIFICANCE OF THIS CHANGE IN U-S. OCEANS 

POLICY SHOULD NOT BE UNDERESTIMATED .FOR THE LAST SEVERAL 
YEARS, MANY SENATORS AND CONGRESSMEN - PARTICULARLY 
FROM THE EAST AND WEST COASTS - HAVE UNSUCCESSFULLY TRIED 
TO PERSUADE THE EXECUTIVE TO SUPPORT THE ESTABLISHMENT 
OF A 200 MILE ECONOMIC ZONE. BUT THE EXECUTIVE HAS 
DOGGEDLY RESISTED WHAT COMMON SENSE AND U.S. NATIONAL 
INTEREST HAVE DICTATED. NOW, UNDER INTENSE CONGRESSIONAL 
AND PUBLIC PRESSURE, THE U-S. GOVERNMENT HAS FINALLY SEEN 
THE LIGHT AND CHANGED ITS POLICY. I WELCOME THIS CHANGE. 

FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A 200 MILE ECONOMIC ZONE OFF OUR 
COASTS WILL HAVE SIGNIFICANT IMPLICATIONS NOT ONLY FOR 
THE HEALTH OF THE U.S. FISHING INDUSTRY, BUT ALSO FOR 
THE ECONOMIC VITALITY OF MAINE, NEW ENGLAND AND THE
